The Boat from New Orleans has the 
barge Hannibal in tow loaded with 3,- 
000 barrels of augar for Louisville. 

Along the shorea of the Ohio river are 
a number of wharfs, the remains of for- 
mer steamers. While the boats soon 
disappear, their machinery, as a rule, 
survive them many years. The steamer 
Rostona went out of commission about 
three years ago, and she was cut dowD 
considerably— nearly half— and is now 
doing duty at a wharf float at Vevay, 
Iud. The upper decks of the once grand 
steamer still remain Intact, and along 
the guards thepeopleof Vevay find time 
to watch for the arrival of the packets. 
Inner partof boiler deck it walled up, 
as is the floor of the hull. Her machin- 
ery was placed an the steamer Indiana, 
now in the Pomeroy trade, where it has 
done good service toward making a rec- 
ord for spaed for that steamer. The 
Bostona made several runs in the Mem- 
phis trade. She was the largest steamer 
built in this vicinity In recent years. 
She was 302.^ feet In length, 2.2 feet lar- 
ger than the City of Louisville. As to 
her width, it was 43.4 feet, and the Louis- 
vlllels 12 7 feet. The former old "Boas," 
as tha river rats dubbed her, did not 
draw as much water at the Louisville 
doat. The Louisville draws 7 feet, 
while the Boatona was but H feet depth 
of hull. The City of Cincinnati la the 
next largest steamer and the it followed 
bj the Island queen.
